In the year A* D, I.^GO, the good folks living in 
the eocoanut topes which fringe the sea coast boundaries 
of the Cochin Rajah's Dominions* had their curiosity 
excited {so far as the enervating effects of a tropical 
sun in Lot. 10 N« would admit) by the unusual sight of a 
fleet of ten or twelve strange looking ships, sailing 
towards the south* hugging the shore as much as they 
could with safety* and evidently looking out for a favour- 
able haven. At last the inlet to the great Backwater of 
Travancore was descried; they steered for it; passed the 
bar of the Wypeeti River with safety; sailed up its deep 
channel, and anchored safely in one of the finest 
harbours their eyes had ever seen. 

It wus Christmas eve, Dccr. 24th; and had they 
been Englishmen, they would have thought probably of 
tho roust beef of their native land and its usual accom- 
paniments (supposing Sailors could indulge in such 
luxuries in the reign of our first Tudor sovereign): but 
they were Portuguese mariners, serving under Admiral 
Cabral* who had boon sent to India by Uin king of 
Portugal to follow up the discoveries which Vasco da 
Gama had made two yearn before; and they had come 
to a land whore to kill a low caste man %sa^ considered 
a much less heinous otVcucn than killing an ox.

The spacious harbour, which the Portuguese 
thou entered for tho first time by tho Wypoon River, was 
comparatively recent in its formation. Cranganor had 
been tho great emporium of trade for those parts, until 
the year A, D, I34i: when, by one of those geological 
changes, which have not been unfroqueut in tho history 
of tho Western coast of India, that vast body of water 
[lowing down from the western Ghauts, which had 
formerly discharged itself at Cranganor, broke through 
tho narrow sandy bank which separated it from the 
main sea, and formed what is now called the Wypeen 
River. 

Tho Cochin Rajahs had enjoyed tho advantages 
of this outlet to tho ocean for about a century and a half 
and had been greatly enriched by the commerce which 
their subjects carried on, chiefly with merchants who 
were Nestorian Christians from N. W. India, Persia, 
and other neighbouring countries. The trade of the 
port was then in a very depressed state; for the more 
energetic and enterprising Samorin had enticed away 
some of the merchants to Calicut, whilst his Mussulman 
allies on the coast did their best to min the interests of 
the Christian traders. 

The Cochin Rajah sent friendly messages to the 
Portuguese Admiral to land. Cabral immediately did 
so, and after exchanging presents, received from the 
Rajah permission to trade with his subjects. With an 
expedition not to be despised even in the nineteenth

Da Gama then 
handed his requirements to the Rajah in writing; at the 
same time presenting him with a regal crown he had 
brought from Portugal; and in return received presents 
of gold j u bracelets, and valuable medicines. 


The Rajah had a complaint to make to which Da 
Gama patiently listened. It was a victualling difficulty. 
The European sailors alter their long sea voyage, and 
salt diet, longed for fresh meat; and to satisfy this 
natural craving, certain Moplays had been guilty of the 
very heinous o [fence of killing some cows, and supplying 
the ships with Indian beef. Da Gama, wishing to please 
the Hindoo prince, promised that he would put a stop 
to this. Shortly after throe Moplays came to offer beef 
for sale ; and Da Gama, with very questionable severity, 
a i once handed them over as criminals to the local 
authorities, who forthwith condemned them to be hanged 
as malefactors ! 

After Da Gama had left for Europe, the Samorin 
sen: messages to the Cochin Rajah, threatening to 
invade his territories with a body of some 30,000 Nairs

at one b take to their heels; bat Albuquerque seized an 
early opportunity of punishing some of the petty Rajahs 
in the neighbourhood, who had deserted their liege lord 
in the hour of his necessity, and be reinstated the 
Cochin Rajah in tho free oxorciso of his power.

It was gratitude for this timely succour which led 
to tho Portuguese obtaining an Independent settlement 
at Cochin; permission was granted to build a fort at tho 
mouth of tho river, and wood was supplied for the 
purpose* It was constructed chiefly of the stems of 
cucoanut trees, united with iron bands, whilst a rampart 
of stones and sand formed the inner defence* The 
Itajah often went to see the progress of the work, and 
could not understand why the Portuguese themselves 
worked in the sun ami rain, and did not hire coolies for 
the purpose. This primitive fort when finished was 
called Mauuoicotla, or Fort Manuel, * after the king of 
Portugal, and was ope ml with all due ceremony. Within 
tho fort they further e eve ted a church of wood, which 
was dedicated to St, P ir-tholomcw, and most probably 
occupied the site on which the more spacious structure 
of the Franciscans afterwards arose. The completion 
of the Fort was celebrated by a religious procession, and 
s r\ ice in this lilt' o e h u to h . at w h i e h a Franc t *e an 
Friar, turned U as ton, preached; tolling Ui> audience, 
with much truth, that on th \* da\ a door was opened 
tor the true Uodtoeoine to India, and they must proolahn

After Albuquerque had gone bank to Eu 
Sarnorin made a second attempt upon Cochin, but 
defeated by Pascgu (who had been left in command of 
Manue»-cotta) ; on which occasion a mere handful rf 
Portuguese successfully opposed an army of j * 
Nairn, accompanied with 160 Patamars. at KumbaUum 
Three separate engagements were fought, one on 
Paim-Hunday. a ;.ecoiitd on Easter-Sunday, and a third 
on Kutar-TuuMUy, m March I50{. When the Cochin 
Ua}ah tre milled and wept at the sight of the S amor in’s 
host. 1'amgu, with a degree of faith, worthy of a more 
enlightened m hi, quieted Ills (c irs, by saying, ’’you are 
afraid of numbtrt, hut ut need not be. fur our God is not 
an idol of stone " So many perished in the.su conflicts, 
that the river was quite reddened with their blood; 
Whilst the fours who escaped cursed the Brahmins, who 
had urged them on to tiij* moat desperate struggle by 
astrological predictions of their ultimate success. The 
conflicts between the ftamorin and tliu Portuguese did 
not end Imre; but those are enough to show the kind 
Id opposition he manifested, and the honourable way in 
wdritd. the Cochin Rajah remained firm to his European

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Towards the clofic of the year 1524 Cochin was 
again honoured with a visit from Vasco da Gama. He 
came laden with royal favours, and dignified with the 
title of High A dmiral of the Indies, as well as that of 
Viceroy; but ho came also to die! He was taken 
Foriouely ill whilst at this placo* and expired on the 
24th or 25th of December 1524. His body was interred 
in the chancel of the church of the Franciscan friars, 
which h now used as the Foolish Protestant Church; 
but liter resting there for several years, one of his sons 
(in order to fulfil a clause of liis father’s will) removed 
his bones to the family vault in his own land; where, 
according to a recent writer, who seems to found his 
statement on good authority, the epitaph may still he 
read ; ‘'Here lies the great Argonaut, D. Vasco da Gama, 
first count of Vidigueim, Admiral of the East Indies, 
and its first discoverer." 


Da Gama's advanced age having rendered it more 
than probable he might die before the term of his office 
expired, three other commissions were made out, and 
entrusted to his care, specifying successors to the 
Viceroyalty. The envelope containing those documents 
was sealed with the royal seal of John HI of Portugal, 
and endorsed with the following inscription; “not to be 
opened till (which God forbid) Don Vasquez da Gama, 
Viceroy and High Admiral of the Indies, shall have 
departed this life." The royal seal was broken by the 
chief officials in the great church at Cochin, and Henry 
Mcnozoz found to bo the person nominated by the king 
ns Da Gama’s im modi a to successor. 
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7t was from Cochin that tho first Romish mission 
emanated for the con version of the fishermen on the 
Coromandel coast, So early us 1532, (which wus ten 
years before Xavier arrived in India,) the attention of 
the Portuguese was directed to this people, A certain 
merchant, named D’Cruz, going to Tuticorin for pearls, 
had his sympathies awakened for those poor natives, 
who wore then suffering from the oppressions of their 
Muflsalman neighbours; and he advised them to look to 
Malabar for a redress of their griovancoa, D'Cruz took 
some of them with him to Cochin ; whore they wore 
forthwith baptized, and than returned homo with several 
armed vessels, in which were certain priests, who had 
not boon long amongst them before they admitted 30 
villages, by baptism, into nominal connection with the 
church of Rome. 


I 

Xavier himself seems to have passed through 
Cochin, when on his way to his mission fields in the 
vicinity of Cape Comorin; and in course of time more 
ecclesiastics of his order followed, till at last the 
Jesuits formed an establishment for themselves within 
the walls of the Fort, and built a large church, the 
lofty and massive steeple of which rising noar the 
corner of tho coast, formed the most marked featuro in 
the town when viewed from tho sea. 


In the year 1557, at the request of Sabastlan, 
king of Portugal, one of tho churches of Cochin, called 
S. Cruz, was raised to tho dignity of a cathedral by a 
bull of Pope Pius IV. A HtnfTof clergy, consisting of a 
Rector and bix other ecclesiastic*, had boon attached 
to this church before it became a Cathedral; but now 
a Bishop was to bo added to their number, Tho 
Bishop of Cochin was D. Georgius Th«mudo t of 
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Dominican ordor, who had laboured, together with the 
fifMt Jesuits* among the fishermen of Travancore. He 
wan con wee rat ed Fob, 4th, i. r *5ft, but was afterwards 
translator! to ( * na p hr were Fjjr two immediate successors. 
It \h a re markable fact connected with the K. C\ 
Episcopate at Cochin, that out of the list of 21 Bishops 
given by the* Carmelite, Faoii, in his 4 ' Indian oriental iw 
Christiana/* some were translated not very long after 
their appointment; others wore chosen, but declined 
the honor; and others again were consecrated, hut 
never resided in their diocese; so that, he observes, few 
of tho Prelates arrived in their diocese, and thus during 
the greater part of its existence the see has been vacant I 
This does not say much for her parental all action! 
who proclaims horse I f, “ Mother and Mistress of all 
churches/* The venerable tower on which the flag 
stalT is fixed formed part of the old cathedral, and from 
the basements of massive columns recently uncovered 
on its ancient site, and tho remains of others lying at 
the landing place close by* it appears that the interior 
was constructed, in a great measure, of granite, and 
must hence have cost a vast sum of money. Tho island 
of Wcndurti, in the neighbouring Backwater, formed 
part of tho Cathedral endowment* 

Tho Jesuits of Cochin so early as 1577, made soma 
attempts at Book making. This remarkable Society has 
ever been, in its way, the friend of Education when 
under purely Romish influence; and thus, it was tho 
first of tho religious orders in attempting to print in the 
vernacular languages of South India, Tho honor of 
having been the first to cut out tho Malnyalam hitters 
for a printed book belongs to Joannas Gonsalves, a 
Spanish lay Jesuit; and tho first book that issued from 
a press in Cochin was printed with his type, and was

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Tha zealots among the Portuguese of Cochin seem 
to have taken a further introst in all the after proceedings 
of the archbishop, by which he, at length, rivet ted the 
galling yoke of Rome on the unwilling necks of the 
Syrian community* When he commenced his vMtution 
some of the gentry accompanied him to Vaipi-cotta, no ir 
Cranganor, where the Jesuits had an educational 
establishment; and when at Kadaturuiti* near Cotiayam, 
he wished to captivate the refractory Syrians* w ho would 
not yield to his arguments, by the pomp and ceremony 
of high mow, celebrated in the true Romish fashion, he 
ssn! for a full choir from Cochin, hoping tb.it the 
Choristers might effect, by sweet sounds, what he had 
failed to do by sermons. 

Menezes’s visitation led to the celebrated Svnod 
of Udiamparoor; and w hen he burnt the hooks of the 
poor persecuted Syrians m any of the grandee » of Cochin 
were mere* to swell the TV Dtum by which he celebrated 
his triumph over heresy! 

Menezes left Cochin before the close of the rear 
15^, Previous to his departure he had an interview 
whn the Rajah, at which he distinctly set before him 
the claims of Christianity ; but whatever good impression 
he may have made on the mind of this heathen prince* 
mutt have been soon effaced, since his first act after 

this conference was to confer, whilst yet in Cochin, on 

the Rajah of Porcaad, the title of Brother^in-armt io the 
king ttf Portugal. This was done with much attendant 
pomp, which only served to increase the ill feeling of 
the Cochin Rajah, who had hitherto been the only prince 
on the coast, who enjoyed this honor; and it lias been 
thought that Menezes, hereby, began to sow those seeds 
of enmity against the Portuguese, which ultimately led 
to the overthrow of their powder on the Malabar coast. 
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in their veneration for his memory, abused it to sni 
stitious purposes. Hough thinks that the story of $ 
being drowned by the Portuguese is a tying invention 

the Jesuits, to shift the horrid burden of this crime fro4 

their own shoulders. One thing is plain, whoever 
it, it was truly a deed of darkness; one too, we m 
naturally suppose, the Judge of all the earth would niif 
allow to go unpunished, even in this world.* 


Eight years after this the Portuguese authorities, 
botli civil and ecclesiastical, suite red most severely for 
the innocent blood they had shed. For more than half 
a century the Dutch had been struggling with them for! 
supremacy in the East, and with so much success, that 
at last nothing hardly remained to Portugal but ita 
settlements on the Western coast of India. The Dutch 
however would not allow them to retain alt those; and 
so, after taking Quilon and Cranganor out of their hands, 
they appeared before Cochin itself in the early part 






of 1602. 


Cochin was then a place of great trade, and after 
Goa the most important city in Portuguese India, being 
well built, having many public structures, and extending 
a mile and a half in length, and u mile in breadth. From 
an ancient plan, preserved by the Dutch author, Baldoeus, 
i‘ appears to have covered all the sandy waste to the 
west of the present town, and to have run along the sea 
shore; in this part wan situated the monastery of St. 
Paul; Whilst in the opposite direction it narrowed od' 
along the hanks of the Pack water, till t he walls mot in

The 
rtugucse, before this, had obsorved that lie hod o 
king preference to tho Dutch, and had hence curtailed 
power as much as they could, nml entrusted tho 
promo authority to ills Aunt. Ho spoke Portuguese 
nark ably well ; showed considerable acquaintance with 
Htary alfnirs; and made arrangements to supply the 
tell with fresh provisions, from the neighbouring

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Van Goons landed without much difficulty 
South of Cochin, and took up his position withli 
hare walls of a Church, which the PortuguJS 
attempted to destroy on the previous day.

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On the day following the engagement at the Palace, 
an assault was made upon the Fort, led by an officer 
named Was, which nearly succeeded; but unfortunately 
the leader fell, and the Dutch retired with considerable* 
loss. After this, trenches wore opened, and & breach 
made; but the besieged, being In great force, repaired 
by night the injuries done by each day's fire. Thus 
matters wont on for several weeks, till the Dutch, 
hearing that the Porcaad Rajah was coming to the 
assistance of tho Portuguese, with GOOD troops, and 
knowing that the monsoon was approaching, gave up 
tho contest for a season. They however managed to 
quit their entrenchments by night, so quietly, that the 
besieged did not know that they had gone till noon on 
the following day; for a certain Unnaluble llunrdorp, who 
was the last to embark, had run about all night, bawling 
out, "Bland," "halt,* 1 ''who In there"? and uimllar 
expressions ; whilst a Jewish ally still hounded * he lion re, 
alter every Dutchman had got safely oil ; b> thoau simple 
stratagems Were live Portuguese deceived, and all 
suspicion was hushed.

One of the first acts of the Dutch was to order i 
European Romish Priests to quit their territory: aft 
which they demolished all the convents and Church 
of the place; except the Church of the F mneiscat 
which they converted into their Government Chare 
after having ejected all its superstitious images, a: 
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rnumonts; and the Cathedral of S. Cruz, which they 
etuincd as a store house for pepper, rice, and other 

roducts of the country, using its tower for the flagstaff 
the port. 

Most of the streets were probably allowed to stand 
B they had been arranged by the Portuguese, simply 
reiving Dutch names;* and the only building of any 
mportance they erected appears to have been the 
ommander’s House, which was advantageously situated, 
t the lv.

1 he banishment of tho European ecclesiastics wal 
so complete, that the Portuguese Carmelite Bishop, 
Joseph do St. Maria, was not exempted. This prelate, 
as the first xi^ar Apostolic of Malabar, 1 * then exercised 
rule over the ancient Syrian Churches, which had been 
forced into subjection to the see of Home ; and it was a 
very critical period in the history of this tyranny to 
have the Ponestant Dutch brought into such close

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for decision. An amicable adjustment was in due tim 
effected in 1G9S, by the aid of tbo Emperor I-oopo 
whereby permission was obtained, from the Dutch Ea* 
India Company, for the Carmolite Missionaries, with on 
Bishop of their order, to reside, and hold property 
within their Territories; on condition that they we 
cither Belgians, Germans, or Italians, and were al 
well affected to the Dutch Government. The number o 
the Carmelite Missionaries was however to he limit 
to twelve with one Bishop; and ail other Europe 
Ecclesiastics, belonging to the Church of Rome were 
be excluded.

But before many years they were doomed to ha" 
more troublesome neighbours than either tho Samorin3 
or tho Travancore Rajah, in Hyder Ally, and Tippoo 
Sultan. So early as 1775 Hyder desired to add Travai 
core to his other conquests, and requested of the Dutcl 
authorities at Cochin a free passage for his troop^ 
through, their possessions. The subject being a vei 
important one, was referred to tho supreme Government, 
at Batavia, for decision. Hyder was enraged at thl 
delay which ensued; and sent Sirdar Khan with lG,O0f> 
men to ravage their territory with fire and sword, an<\ 
to wrest from their hands the Fort at Cbetwye, which 
was captured in 1776, after an ineffectual attempt to 
relieve it by reinforcements from Ceylon. In Januarjj 
1777 , the reply from Batavia, accompanied with presents! 
arrived; and Mr. Moons, Urn Governor of Cochin! 
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orwardud thorn on to Hydor; who gniciouwly uecopti'd 
thorn, and n Hoc tod to attribute tho iuto lioatiLitiou to 
utu n I nilHiuidortUundlngfl. 

After tiio death of Hydor, Tippoo attempted to 
arry out bin futlior'a designs upon Travancore, and 
riod toofTbot Hi is oithor through tho Santo rin, or Cochin 
njah.

tch settlements. This led to the taking of Ceylon,

According to the Articles of Capitulation 
private property was to he hold sacred by the Enil 
and all the inhabitants, who were willing to remain^ 
to take the oath of allegiance to His Britannic M&j< 
were to ho treated as British subjects.

Those woro considered at the time most important 
acquisitions in Europe, It was supposed that as these 
Jews had boon for so many ages separated from their 
brethern in tho West, their Mss, might have been 
derived from a channel independent of that through 
which the text of our printed Bibles has been trans- 
mitted to us; and learned men had lung desired such 
testimony to the integrity of the Hebrew Scriptures. 

Tho most curious and important of these Mss. 
was a copy of the Five Books of Moses, written on 
goatskins* and found in one of the Black Jews' Syna- 
gogues; q copy of the old and New Testament with the 
Apocrypha, in old Syriac, presented by the Syrian 
Motran ; and a version of the New Testament in Hebrew, 
executed by a learned Rabbi in Travaucore, about one 
hundred and fifty years before. They are all carefully 
preserved in England, having been presented by 
Buchanan to the University Library at Cambridge. Two 
of these are worthy of further notice.

From an account given by Van Rheede, dated 
1GT7, it would appear that Jewtown then was much

continued to bo an opulent and thriving community so 
long as commerce flourished in the place; and within 
the memory of persons still living, the position of some 
of the Jewish merchants was such, that they inter- 
changed visits with the beet Dutch families. 


The concluding days of December ISOS, and the 
month of January 180$. were fraught with incidents 
hich naturally enough filled the people of Cochin and 
its vicinity with some alarm; and this period is still
